To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  County  Borough  of  West  ^artlepool, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  14th  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County 
Borough  of  West  Hartlepool* 

The  Report  follows  the  lines  of  previous  war  years  and 
is  of  necessity  attenuated,  but  it  shows  that  generally  speaking 
the  health  of  the  people  has  been  well  maintained,  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  average  over  a  period  of  ten  years,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  it  is  a  recording  of  the  fourth  year  of  war, 
with  all  the  accompanying  stresses  and  strains;  and  it  speaks 
volumes  for  those  responsible  for  the  feeding  of  the  nation. 

The  two  great  drawbacks  to  our  social  improvement  still 
remain.  I  refer  to  bad  housing  and  overcrowding.  We  have 
seen  how  health  and  morale  can  be  maintained  by  plenty  of  work, 
good  wages,  and  adequate  if  not  luxurious  diet.  To  what 
heights  may  we  not  rise  if  these  are  maintained  and  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  we  can  provide  an  adequate  number  of 
houses,  well  planned  and  well  laid  out. 

For  details  of  the  vital  statistics,  infectious 
diseases,  and  work  of  the  departments,  I  invite  you  to  study 
the  accompanying  tables 0 

We  are,  like  every  department,  heavily  handicapped 
by  shortage  of  staff;  but  those  remaining,  with  the  help  of 
some  newcomers,  have  worked  faithfully  and  well,  and  I  extend 
to  them  my  thanks. 

The  members  of  the  Health  Committee  have  given  every 
encouragement ,  and  I  assure  them  I  am  grateful  for  their  great 
help  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  Department.

The  Nurseries  are  affiliated  to  the  National  Society  oi  Day 
Nurseries,  and  the  probationers  attend  lectures  based  on  the 
Society’s  curriculum,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  certificates.

Diseases  Centre  was  aligj’tiy  higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year 
(4  49 9  in  1943  against  4,007  in  194b),  the  number  of  new  oases  - 
l.V.  cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  during  the  year,  showed 
nearly  the  same  figure  ;4S0  asms  and  female  in  194 o,  4o5  in  194b)

that  among  these  new  cases  a  large 
nr o portion  (100  in  194.5  and  78  in  1942)  proved  not  to  be  suffering 
from  venereal  conditions,  and  consider  furthermore  that  a  nun  be 
of  those  attending  the  Treatment  Centro  were  seamen  and  soldier^ 
can  safely  say  that  there  is  no  increase  of  now  cases  in  the  town 

itself . 

However,  the  number:  of  those  who  require  treatment  is  still 
too  hish  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  ever-increasing  propaganda, 
and  warnings,  and  above  all  sex  education  in  schools,  factories  etc., 
will  help  to  prevent  further  spread  of  venereal  diseases. 

No  doubt  the  new  Regulations,  mild  though  they  are,  have  had 
some  effect  on  those  who  did  not  attond  the  Treatment  Centre  as 
regularly  as  they  should. 

We  are  expecting  much  help  in  this  respect  from  our  new  Nurse- 
Almoner,  whose  main  duty  will  be  to  visit  those  patients  who  repeated¬ 
ly  fail  to  attend,  and  to  look  after  those  who  require  social  care. 

problems  and  tasks  arising  from  a  Venereal  Diseases  Centre  are 
not  only  medical  but  at  least  to  the  some  extent  educational  and 

social  ones. 

Helping  those  who  hove  been  infected,  frequently  found  in 
despair  and  distress,  to  find  thQir  way  back  to  a  normalsocial  life, 
teaching  and  educating  those  suffering  from  a  venereal  complaint  to 
avoid  infecting  other  persons,  may  he  difficult  but  are  worth  while 
tasks  I  feel  that  the  efforts  of  the  Clinic  staff  in  this  service- 
efforts  which  by  their  very  nature  receive  no  publicity  -

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TUBERCULQSIS  (by  Dr.  Lissauer) 

The  1943  statistics  show  no  increase  of  tuberculosis  in  'Vest 
Hartlepool.  There  wore  altogether  118  new  cases  (pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary)  compared  with  135  for  1942. 

The  number  of  diagnosed  cases  remaining  on  the  Dispensary  Register 
however,  is  slightly  higher  -  379  against  366  for  the  previous  year. 

In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  early  diagnosis  is  one  of  the 
means  to  prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease.  We  can  only  reach, 
this  goal  by  co-operation  with  the  local  practioners.  Every  efficient; 
public  health  service  depends  on  this  collaboration  between  practioners 
and  public  health  officers,  especially  as  far  as  the  diagnosis  and  ••  . 

treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  concerned;  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
this  co-operation  has  been  well  maintained.  Owing  to  tin,  fact  tha 
the  local  practioners  sent  a  considerablenumber  of  early  and  doubtful 
cases  to  the  tuberculosis  clinic',  wo  were  enabled  to  apply  effective 
sanatorium  treatment  tor  many  ■  of'  them.  The  increased  number  of  beds 
available  in  Poole  •  Sanatorium  mode  it  'possible,  to  give  in- pat  lent 
treatment  to  er  far  grantor  number  of  'tuber culo sis  cases  than  we  have

A  further  improvement  in  our  work  was  the.  opportunity  to  havo  the 
Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  Cameron  Hospital.  This  saves  our 
patients  and  ourselves  the  trouble  of  having  every  case  ox  bone  or 
joint  tuberculosis,  on  whom. a  second  opinion  of  an  orthopdtdi. 
surgeon  is  required,  transported  by  car  or  tram  to  Royal  Victoria 

Infirmary ,  Newcastle. 

The  Scheme  for  the  payment  of  allowances  in  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  introduced  in  September  1943,  has  already  proved  a 
valuable  aid  in  the  treatment  advised  by  the  Tuberculsoxs 
when  they  were  assured  of  financial  aid  during  periods  of  absence  *rom 

work.
